Minneapolis , July 19 .—Tho Times 
today published an interview which 
kK)k place May IS, at San Isidro, Luzon, 
between its special correspondent, Mar­ 
tin E. Tew of tile Tiiirteenth M inne­ 
sota, detailed by General W heaton as 
brigade m terpretor, aud Major Loreuzt) 
L. Zialcita, leader of Aguiiialdo’s cav­ 
alry and one of the Filipino commis­ 
sioners who went to General Otis with 
propositions for an armistice. 
Major Zialcita denied emphatically 
that Filipino officials had ordered the 
burning of Manila and the wholesale 
m urder of 
Americans, aud cited as 
proof that many Filipino officers were 
iu M anila that night aud were taken 
prisoners. 
Ho said the pr(X)lamatiou of G eneral 
Otis proclaiming himself governor gen­ 
eral had greatly incensed the Filipinos, 
but as.serte» i tluit both the Filipino lead­ 
ers aud ixiopie believed that the Ameri­ 
cans had begun hostilities. 
Major Ziaiciai, sjieaking of the re­ 
puted promises of iiidepeiideiice made 
prior to the tall of Manila, when askeil 
by Mr. Tew if iu their eageriie.ss for in­ 
dependence the Filipinos had not m is­ 
understood or misconstrued the lan­ 
guage of American officials aud officers, 
replied: 
“ There is not the slightest mistake 
about this. 
Consul W ildinan verbally 
made tliis statem ent to us, and we had 
so much coiitideuoe in the g<HKl inten­ 
tions of the United States tliat to us it 
m eant as much as if it had been deliv­ 
ered in writing. 
“ Besides, when we were m Cavite, a 
num ber of us had tlie honor of enter­ 
taining General Anderson at the Atheuo 
Rizal. 
This was before M anila was 
taken by y our forces. 
General Ander­ 
son ou this occasion made a six*ech iu 
which he said that the Americans had 
not come here for the purpose of taking 
one foot of territory w ith the view of 
perm anent possession, but for the pur- 
lK)se of giving the Filipinos their inde­ 
pendence. 
“ Ou Sept. 21, last y ear, ou the occa­ 
sion of a tiesta a num ber of American 
officers celebrated with us at the resi­ 
dence of Ptxiaruo Pacheco, and all ex­ 
pressed the same sentiments. 
Ou many 
different occasions we were told by 
men high in aurhority that Filipino in- 
dept'udeiice would be recognized.” 
Uu being asked if he really thought 
the Filipino people were educated suf- 
fici» ‘utiy to conduct aff airs of ioeal aud 
national 
sell-government, the y oung 
Filipino leader replied: 
“ Uur people have alway s been mis­ 
represented, both by the local and for­ 
eign press. 
The friar.s are our worst 
enemies aud have been active in this re­ 
gard, as they liave alway s tried to hold 
us in subjection. 
E<iucatioiial affairs 
have iieretotore been iu tlieir hands, 
aud it has served their purjxise to pre­ 
vent tlie people from beeomiug t(X) wise. 
Bur even at this the vast m ajority of 
the people < au read and w rite.” 
Major Zialeita was told that m any 
people in tlie United States believed it 
a sacred duty for tiie United States to 
take 
possession of and govern the 
Philippines inasmuch as the natives 
were not capable of self-government.

after a fair trial, that our governm ent 
was inadequate to protect life, property 
aud personal rights.

M in n e a p o l is , July 19.—The Times 
today published an interview which 
took place May 18, at San Isidro, Luzon, 
between its special correspondent, Mar­ 
tin E. Tew of the Thirteenth Minne­ 
sota, detailed by General Wheaton as 
brigade interpreter, aud Major Lorenzo 
L. Zialeita, leader of Aguinaldo^ cav­ 
alry aud one of the Filipino commis­ 
sioners who went to General Otis with 
propositions for an armistice. 
Major Zialeita denied emphatically 
that Filipino officials had ordered the 
burning of Manila and the wholesale 
murder of 
Americans, and cited as 
proof that many Filipino officers were 
in Manila that night aud were taken 
prisoners. 
He said the proclamation of General 
Otis proclaiming himself governor gen­ 
eral had greatly incensed the Filipinos, 
but asserted that both the Filipino lead­ 
ers and people believed that the Ameri­ 
cans had begun hostilities. 
Major Ziaiciaj, speaking of the re­ 
puted promises of independence made 
prior to the fall of Manila, when asked 
by Mr. Tew if in their eagerness for in­ 
dependence the Filipinos had not m is­ 
understood or misconstrued the lan­ 
guage of American officials aud officers, 
replied: 
“ There is not the slightest mistake 
about this. Consul Wildman verbally 
made this statement to us, and we had 
so much confidence in the good inten­ 
tions of the Uuited States that to us it 
meant as much as if it had been deliv­ 
ered iii writing. 
“ Besides,‘when we were in Cavite, a 
number of us had the honor of enter­ 
taining General Anderson at the Atheuo 
Rizal. 
This was before Manila was 
taken by your forces. 
General Ander­ 
son on this occasion made a speech in 
which he said that the Americans had 
not come here for the purpose of taking 
one foot of territory with the view of 
permanent possession, but for the pur­ 
pose of giving the Filipinos their inde­ 
pendence. 
“On Sept. 21, last year, on the occa­ 
sion of a fiesta a number of American 
officers celebrated with us at the resi­ 
dence of Pedaruo Pacheco, aud all ex­ 
pressed the same sentiments. On many 
different occasions we were told by 
men high in authority that Filipino in­ 
dependence would be recognized.” 
On being asked if he really thought 
the Filipino people were educated suf­ 
ficiently to conduct affairs of local aud 
national self-government, the young 
Filipino leader replied: 
“Our people have always been mis­ 
represented, both by the local and for­ 
eign press. 
The friars are our worst 
enemies aud have been active in this re­ 
gard, as they have always tried to hold 
us in subjection. 
Educational affairs 
have heretofore been in their hands, 
aud it has served their purpose to pre­ 
vent the neople from becoming too wise. 
But even at this the vast majority of 
the people can read and write. ’ ‘ 
Major Zialeita was told that many 
people in the Uuited States believed it 
a sacred duty for tile United States to 
take 
possession of and govern the 
Philippines inasmuch as the natives 
were not capable of self-government. 
To this he replied: 
“This would have been a reasonable 
proposition if we had demonstrated, 
after a fair trial, that our government 
was inadequate to protect life, property 
and personal rights. 
How could we 
prove our fitness or unfitness for self­ 
government until we had been given an 
opportunity to show what we could do?’ ’

Mi NNB a pi H.is, July 19.— The Times 
today published an interview which 
took place May IS, at San Isidro, Luzon, 
between its special correspondent, Mar­ 
tin E. Tew of tile Thirteenth Minne­ 
sota, detailed by General Wheaton as 
brigade interpreter, aud Major Lorenzo 
L. Zialcita, leader of Aguinaldo’® cav­ 
alry aud one of the Filipino commis­ 
sioners who went to General Otis with 
propositions for an armistice. 
Major Zialcita denied emphatically 
that Filipino officials had ordered the 
burning of Manila aud the wholesale 
murder of Americans, aud cited as 
proof that many Filipino officers were 
in Manila that night aud were taken 
prisoners. 
He said the proclamation of General 
Otis proclaiming himself governor gen­ 
eral had greatly incensed the Filipinos, 
but asserted that both the Filipino lead­ 
ers aud people believed that the Ameri­ 
cans had begun hostilities. 
Major Ziaiciaf, speaking of the re­ 
puted promises of independence made 
prior to the tall of Manila, when asked 
bv Mr. Tew if in their eagerness for in­ 
dependence the Filipinos had not mis­ 
understood or misconstrued the lan­ 
guage of American officials aud officers, 
replied: 
“ There is not the slightest mistake 
about this. Cousul Wildmau verbally 
made this statement to us, and we had 
so much confidence in the good inten­ 
tions of the United States that to us it 
meant as much as if it had been deliv­ 
ered iii writing. 
“ Besides,'w hen we were in Cavite, a 
number of us had the honor of enter­ 
taining General Anderson at the Atheuo 
Rizal. 
This was before Manila was 
taken by your forces. General Ander­ 
son on this occasion made a speech in 
which he said that the Americans had 
not come here for the purpose of taking 
one foot of territory with the view of 
permanent possession, but for the pur­ 
pose of giving the Filipinos their inde­ 
pendence. 
“On Sept. 21, last year, on the occa­ 
sion of a fiesta a number of American 
officers celebrated with us at the resi­ 
dence of Pedarno Pacheco, aud all ex­ 
pressed the same sentiments. On many 
different occasions we were told by 
men high in authority that Filipiuo in- 
depeudeuce would be recognized.’’

ning order. 
Branclu*s of the railway 
mail service exist in every province, 
and steamshi|>s c a n y 
the mails on

Mr. Smith, who is in Wash­ 
ington, in speaking to a Philadelphia 
Press reporter of the improvements in 
the postal service since the first of the 
calendar year, said the other after­ 
noon: 
“Last January Mr. E. G. Rathbone 
was appointed director general of the 
Cuban postal service and established 
his headquarters in Havana. At that 
time there were not more than half a 
dozen offices on the whole island, not 
even traces of the old Spanish post- 
offices 
remaining. 
The 
Spaniards, 
when leaving the island, took with 
them everything movable. 
Since the 
Americans have taken control of the 
service it has steadily increased in vol­ 
ume and efficiency. 
Today 700 em­ 
ployees are in the service, aud more 
than 150 offices are in first class run­ 
ning order. 
Branches of the railway 
mail service exist iu every province, 
ami steamships carry the mails on 
both tile north and south coasts. Star 
routes have been established and the 
free delivery system been introduced 
in the larger towns. For the first time 
in the history of the island the inhabit­ 
ants get their letters and papers regu­ 
larly. 
“The department at Washington in 
making appointments selected only 
those men who had long experience iu 
the mail service, and with such men as 
Mr. Rathbone, director general; P. H. 
Bristoe. assistant director general; C. 
H. Reeves, auditor, and Special Agent 
Maynard at its head the reason why 
the Cuban postal service is nearly 
equal to that of the United States is 
explained. 
“The hope of Cuba becoming a re­ 
public is fast dying out,” said Mr. 
Smith in response to a query as to the 
ability of the natives to govern them­ 
selves. 
“The Cubans realize them­ 
selves that they cannot form a stable 
government. They not only acknowl­ 
edge it to be true, but they also know 
that it requires a strong nation to gov­ 
ern them. As for the annexation ques­ 
tion, that is settled without a doubt 
in every city and town. 
Even in the 
country districts the people want to 
become annexed to the United States. 
“Only one class of Cubans is to be 
found opposing this, and they are 
known as the ‘cafe politicians.’ 
The 
politician of this sort, disappointed at 
not receiving some high office, is bourn) 
to make trouble, but under a good 
form of government his agitation will 
amount to but little. 
On the other 
hand, lf Culm Is turned over to the na­ 
tives revolution after revolution will 
follow. 
Split up Into four factions, 
bow can the Cubans ever establish 
what the island needs, and that very 
badly—a stable government? 
“First come the whites of the island, 
who constitute the better class and 
form the strongest party. 
Second 
comes the black faction, the members 
of which are in deadly opposition to 
the whites. 
The mulattoes form the 
third faction, and that has an ugly 
hate for the blacks. 
The fourth fac­ 
tion is composed of the mambis, who 
are the genuine, typical Cubans and 
who have always been strong ag­ 
gressors against the Spanish yoke. 
During the insurrection they did all of 
the fighting, and for their services they 
demand recognition in the government 
of the island. 
But the mambis are 
mostly blacks, aud the whites aver 
that they will never be governed by 
this class. This decision will perhaps 
leave the native Cubans out e t the 
question entirely. The mulattoes will 
probably join forces with the whites, 
and the blacks aud mambis will prob­ 
ably amalgamate, leaving but two par­ 
ties to fight out lite matter of govern­ 
ment. 
With such members of the 
white party as Generals Gomez, San- 
guilly, Bateueourt aud Colonel Luis 
Marti as possibilities to occupy the 
presidential chair the whites are cer­ 
tain of winning.

Mr. Smith, who is in Wash­ 
ington, in speaking to a Philadelphia 
Press reporter of the improvement* in 
the postal service since the first of the 
calendar year, said the other after­ 
noon : 
“Last January Mr. IO. G. Rathbone 
was appointed director general of the 
Cuban postal service and established 
his headquarters in Havana. 
At that 
time there were uot more than half a 
dozen offices on the whole island, not 
even traces of the old Spanish post- 
offices 
remaining. 
The 
Spaniards, 
when leaving the island, took with 
them everything movable. 
Since the 
Americans have taken control of the 
service it has steadily increased in vol­ 
ume and efficiency. 
Today Too em­ 
ployees are in the service, and more 
than 150 offices are in first class run­ 
ning order. 
Branches of the railway 
mail service exist in every province, 
and steamships carry the mails on 
both the north and south coasts. Star 
routes have been established and the 
free delivery system been introduced 
in the larger towns. 
For the first time 
in the history of the Island the inhabit­ 
ants get their letters and papers regu­ 
larly. 
“The department at Washington in 
making appointments selected only 
those men who had long experience in 
the mail service, and with such men as 
Mr. Rathbone, director general; P. H. 
Bristoe, assistant director general; (3. 
H. Reeves, auditor, and Special Agent 
Maynard at its head the reason why 
the Cuban postal service is nearly 
equal to that of the United States is 
explained. 
“The hope of Cuba becoming a re­ 
public is fast dying out,” said Mr. 
Smith in response to a query as to the 
ability of the natives to govern them­ 
selves. 
“The Cubans realize them­ 
selves that they cannot form a stable 
government. 
They not only acknowl­ 
edge it to be true, but they also know 
that it requires a strong uation to gov­ 
ern them. As for the annexation ques­ 
tion. that is settled without a doubt 
in every city and town. 
Even in the 
country districts tile people want to 
become annexed to the United States. 
“Only one class of Cubans is to be 
found 
opposing this, aud they are 
known as the ‘cafe politicians.’ 
The 
politician of this sort, disappointed at 
not receiving some high office, is bound 
to make trouble, but under a good 
form of government his agitation will 
amount to but little. 
Od the other 
hand, if Cuba is turned over to the na­ 
tives revolution after revolution will 
follow. 
Split up Into four faction*, 
how can the Cubans ever establish 
what the island needs, and that very 
badly--a stable government? 
“First come the whites of the Island, 
who constitute the better class and 
form the strongest party. 
Second 
comes the black faction, the members 
of which are in deadly opposition to 
the whites. 
The mulattoes form the 
third faction, and that has an ugly 
hate for the blacks. 
The fourth fac­ 
tion is composed of the mam bi s, who 
are the genuine, typical Cubans and 
who have always 
been 
strong ag­ 
gressors against the Spanish yoke. 
During the insurrection they did all of 
the fighting, and for their services they 
demand recognition in the government 
of the island. 
But the mambis are 
mostly blacks, aud the whites aver 
that they will never be governed by 
this class. 
This decision will perhaps 
leave the native Cubans out et th# 
question entirely. The mulattoes will 
probably join forces with the whites, 
aud the blacks ami mambis will prob­ 
ably amalgamate, leaving but two par­ 
ties to tight out tile matter of gov ern­ 
ment. 
With such members of 
the 
white party as Generals Gomez, San­ 
guine, Bateueourt aud Colonel Luis 
Marti as possibilities to occupy the 
presidential chair the whites are cer­ 
tain of winning. In that event look out 
for trouble on tip* island. 
‘‘Cuba bas iii the past year witness­ 
ed a wonderful change. 
The Cubans 
are no longer armed with guns and 
machetes watching for a foe, but have 
returned to their homes for the most 
part ami gone to work. 
The large 
fields of cane which were scorched to 
burned stalks are now covered with 
fast growing new canes. A trip across 
the island has shown that Cuba is not 
only prospering, hut those who were 
starving last year from the effects of 
the war are now independent and need 
ho longer to be fed by the United 
States. 
Going from Santiago to Ci­ 
lia ra only signs of prosperity can lie 
noted. In the large fields of cane ami 
tobacco men, women 
and 
children 
were busy at work cultivating the 


growing crofts, 
m e many homes with 
straw roofs which were destroyed dur­ 
ing the war were either rethatched or 
bring put in a habitable condition. Ev­ 
erybody seemed to fie employed, and 
on* the* faces of all is a look of satis­ 
faction aud contentment.

It is noth­ 
ing more or less than the erection of n 
glass house wholly by Toledo indus­ 
tries. 
It is proposed to erect a house at 
least eight stories high and composed 
wholly of glass, side walls, ceilings aud 
floors, with glass water pipes, heating 
pipes, glass stairs and glass furniture. 
The idea is to give the people some 
practical demonstration of the use of 
glass in the present age. 
It is well 
known that many firms are now mak­ 
ing glass pipes for underground sys 
terns, both water aud sewerage, and 
that glass is fast becoming one of the 
principal commodities in trade of this 
kind, says the Toledo Blade. 
Edward Bellamy, in his latest book. 
“Equality.” touches upon a residence 
of this kind, only he made 
his of 
ceramics. 
He used tiles for the floors, 
side Willis and ceilings, while paper 
carpets covered the floor. 
When the 
carpets become soiled by dirt or im­ 
pregnated with germs, they were burn 
ed, aud the hose was turned on the 
walls and ceilings to cleanse the rooms. 
In a glass house this idea would be 
carried out with the exception of the 
carpets, which would be of glass. 
A

of glass, and there is no reason why 
carpets should not be made of the 
same material.

The ordnance bureau of the war de­ 
partment at Washington has evolved a 
new explosive for use in shells. 
It is 
of tremendous power and h a s a wide 
ra d iu s of destruction. 
It is believed to 
he a s potential a s the English liddite 
and the French melinite. The ex p lo siv e 
is a combination of the various Amer­ 
ican 
e x p lo siv e s emmousive, 
thorite, 
ovite and nitroglycerin. 
Experiments 
made have been eminently satisfac­ 
tory. 
The department still desires liddite, 
the value of which was demonstrated 
in Kitchener's campaign, and Captain 
Crozier, a delegate to the peace con­ 
gress. now at The Hague, is trying to 
secure for the United States the priv­ 
ilege of using it. for a limited period. 
at least. 
In the meantime the war de­ 
partment’s own invention will be man­ 
ufactured in large quantities and util­ 
ized in the Philippines as the charge 
for shells fired from heavy and light 
artillery, says the New York Journal. 
The campaign in Luzon in the fall 
Is expected to be brought to a speedy 
close. 
It will be remarkable because 
of the use of three effective agencies 
never before applied by the United 
States in battle. These agencies are: 
First.—High explosive shells. 
Second.—Mountain or mule back ar­ 
tillery. 
Third.—Violet binoculars and gog­ 
gles. 
The shells to be charged with the 
new explosive should be in the Philip­ 
pines within three months. 
Dynamite 
charges, as thrown by the Vesuvius, 
are expected to be feeble, proportion­ 
ately, as compared with the new ex­ 
plosive. The experiments warrant pre­ 
dictions of tile most sanguinary re­ 
sults. 
The heaviest shell that can be 
thrown by our field artillery will carry 
a charge weighing 13V2 pounds. 
Not only will the flying missile itself 
deal destruction, but the concussion is

destroy every mechanical organization. 
The mountain cannon are I pounders 
and 2 pounders.

These can­ 
non are in sections. 
They will be 
mounted on swift mules, and eau be 
taken into mountain fastnesses and are 
easily limbered and unlimbered. They 
can be used with almost the ease of a 
rifle, aud Aguinaldo^ fleeing hordes 
are to bi* pressed and pursued into 
the mountains of Luzon, where, ulti­ 
mately, they will have to take refuge. 
Great Britain has had some experi­ 
ence with this style of weapon, but re­ 
cent improvements make it a practi­ 
cally new and invaluable auxiliary in 
a campaign in the mountains and 
against savages. 
The violet glass for the detection of 
users of smokeless powder is expected 
to prove of immense benefit. 
The dis­ 
covery of Colonel Smart, assistant 
surgeon, has been eagerly seized by 
the ordnance bureau. 
The order for 
glass disks to be attached to the ob­ 
ject glasses of binoculars was given 
recently. 
, 
Every general, regimental and com­ 
pany officer will have his field glasses 
so equipped that at either short or loug 
range he can detect the flash of a gun 
using smokeless powder, owing to the 
elimination by the violet glass of all 
colors surrounding the flame of the 
Mauser rifle. 
The other day an order 
was given for goggles to be supplied to 
the privates. 
The eyepieces of these goggles will 
be violet colored celluloid, with a con­ 
cave surface on tho outside. They will 
be strapped around the heads of tile 
men. 
An interesting discovery has 
been made, aud that is that the con­ 
tinued use of violet glass in spectacles 
renders the user sightless for several 
moments after removing them. There 
is no permanent iii effect, and as the 
goggles are to be used in battle, and 
will not be removed until the enemy is 
dispersed in each engagement, the tem ­ 
porary inconvenience Is not regarded 
as serious. 
A sample lot of goggles for testing 
purposes in the field will be soon sent 
to Manila. 
If they are found to work 
satisfactorily, 40,000 pairs will be ship­ 
ped. 
The great utility of the violet 
glass applied to telescopes, however, 
has been definitely proved.

STACE NOW HERE. 


F irst Tow boat Passed South To­ 
day—P ackets to G et Much 
F reight at This Port. 


The river at this port this morning 
reached the seven foot mark and was 
rising slowly. It is very probable an 
eight foot stage will be reached by to­ 
morrow morning. 
For the first time in many weeks coal 
was shipped yesterday from Pittsburg 
to lower Ohio river points. Shortly 
after noon the Tornado passed Davis 
island dam with 8 fiats and I barge of 
coal. 
Everything is in readiness to 
float coal to the sooth on a barge stage. 
All the towboats which have been 
tied up at lower points on account of 
low water are making their way north 
as fast as possible. The packets are now 
running on schednle time. The Green­ 
wood will be down tonight and the Ben 
Hur up. The Lorena is due up tomorrow 
and the Virginia Friday. Mach freight 
is being delivered at the wharf to be 
sent south by the first boats to arrive.

tried to step in it, Captain Lockhart 
s a y s he has seen two or three Filipinos 
clamber in it from the water over the 
sides. 
The Filipino dog seems to be a cross 
between a dachshund aud a spitz. It 
proudly walks the decks of the J. E 
Graham now and bears allegiance to 
its new masters. W hen taken from 
tile catamaran, it showed fight, and it 
was only by inclosing it in a net that 
it was brought on deck. It never for­ 
gets tile mate, who took it from its 
Filipino master, and while it licks the 
hand of almost every one on board 
always growls at Mate Davis, its cap­ 
tor. Captain Lockhart has a valuable 
collection of Filipino knives, murder­ 
ous looking weapons with homemade 
handles. They are in all sorts of 
shapes and very sharp. 
Captain Lockhart speaks in a very 
complimentary manner of the order 
which the Americans maintain in the 
city of Manila.

A c c o rd in g to a story told in Pitts­ 
burg. a 10-year-old girl was one of the 
influences that prevented a strike at 
tLe great Homestead mills.

Labor 
leaders announced that they would be 
able to close tin* works at the appoint­ 
ed time. The company expressed con- 
tidti.ee in its ability to meet the emer­ 
gency and 
proceeded 
to discharge 
many employees known to be members 
of th e lodge. The discharged men and 
a few others—idlers and adventurers— 
beld a series of meetings to formulate 
plans for a general strike. These meet­ 
ings were slimly attended. 
The lack

Persons Shot Through a Steel Tube 
at Hate of One a Second. 
A test was m ade a t noon recently of 
the new tire escape erected by the 
United {Stares Printing com pany a t its 
plant in Eggleston avenue, Cincinnati. 
Three hundred employees from the 
seven floors of the shop were shot 
through the big steel tube a t the rate 
of OO a minute. 
At a given signal men 
and wom en ran to the windows con­ 
necting w ith the tire escape aud threw 
them selves upon the winding incline. 
The building was emptied in five m in­ 
utes without a casualty. 
The test was m ade with the co-op­ 
eration of the tire departm ent. 
The 
fire escape is cylindrical in form, six 
feet In diam eter aud made of sheet 
steel. 
It is erected alongside the build­ 
ing and connected with a window on 
each floor by a steel approach leading 
to an opening in the cylinder. 
In the 
center of the lire escape rises a three 
inch standpipe. 
At the level of each 
floor a hose plug is attached.

of ladders and w ater tow ers is obvi­

N ew Y ork. J u ly 19.—The Brooklyn 
trolley strike w as still on au d in all 
likelihood there w ill be no end to the 
labor trouble for several days to come. 
T he striking m otorm en aud conductors 
w ere very earnest and they claim ed 
th ey were g aining ground. 
On the 
o th er hand the representatives of the 
B rooklyn T raction comp m y asserted 
th a t the strike is only a nom inal one.

Affairs in the island of Cuba are 
Improving under American control, ac­ 
cording to Mr. James E. Smith, who is 
employed in the postal service in that 
Island. 
Mr Smith, who is in Wash­ 
ington, in speaking to a Philadelphia 
Press reporter of the improvements in 
the postal service since the first of the 
calendar year, said the other after­ 
noon : 
“Last January Mr. E. G. Rathbone 
W’as appointed director general of the 
Cuban postal service and established 
his headquarters in Havana. 
At that 
time there were not more than half a 
dozen offices on the whole island, not 
even traces of the old Spanish post- 
offices 
remaining. 
The 
Spaniards, 
when leaving the island, took with 
them everything movable. 
Since the 
Americans have taken control of the 
service it has steadily Increased in vol­ 
ume and efficiency. 
Today TOO em­ 
ployees are in the service, and more 
than CVO offices are in first class run­ 
ning order. 
Branches of the railway 
mail service exist in every province, 
and steamships carry tile mails on 
both the north and south coasts. 
Star 
routes have been established and tile 
free delivery system been Introduced 
in the larger towns. 
For tile first time 
in the history of the Island the inhabit­ 
ants get their letters aud papers regu­ 
larly. 
“The department at Washington in 
making appointments 
selected 
only 
those meu who had long ex p erien ce iu 
tile mail service, ami with such men as 
Mr. Rathbone, director general; P. H. 
Btistoe, assistant director general; 0. 
II. Reeves, auditor, and Special Agent 
Maynard at its head the reasou why 
the Cuban postal service is nearly 
equal to that of the United States is 
explained. 
“Tile hope of Cuba becoming a re­ 
public is fast dying out,” said Mr. 
Smit Ii in response to a query as to the 
ability of the natives to govern them­ 
selves. 
“The Cubans realize them­ 
selves that they cannot form a stable 
government. 
They not only acknowl­ 
edge it to lie true, but they also know 
I hat it requires a strong nation to gov 
era them. As for the annexation ques 
lion. that is settled without a don lit 
in every city aud town. 
Even in the 
country districts the people want to 
become annexed to the United States. 
“Only one class of Cubans is to be 
found 
opposing 
this, aud they are 
kilowu as tile ‘cafe politicians.’ 
Tin 
politician of this sort, disappointed at 
not receiving some high office, is bound 
to make trouble, but under a good 
form of government his agitation will 
amount to but little. 
On the other 
Ilaud, if CuIla is turned over to the na­ 
tives revolution ufter revolution will 
follow. 
Spilt up into four factions, 
how can the Cubans ever establish 
what the island needs, aud that very 
budly—a stable government? 
“First come the whites of the island. 
who constitute the better class and 
form 
the strongest 
party. 
Second 
comes the black faction, the members 
of which are iu deadly opposition to 
the whites. 
The mulattoes form the 
third faction, aud that has un ugly 
hate for the blacks. 
The fourth fac­ 
tion is composed of the marubis, who 
are ihe genuine, typical Cubans and 
who have 
always 
been 
strong ag­ 
gressors 
against 
the 
Spanish yoke. 
During the insurrection they did all of 
the fighting, and for their services they 
demand recognition in the government 
of the islaud. 
But the manihis are 
mostly blacks, aud the whites aver 
that they will uever be governed by 
tins class. 
This decision will perhaps 
leave the native Cubans out af th* 
question entirely. 
The mulattoes will 
probably Join forces with the whites, 
and the blacks ami ma mbit will prob- ! 
ably amalgamate, leaving but two par­ 
ties to tight out the matter of govern­ 
ment. 
With such members of

white party us Generals domes, Ban* 
gulily, Batencourt aud Colonel Luis 
Marti as possibilities to occupy the 
presidential chair the whites are cer­ 
tain of winning. In that event look out 
for trouble ou lip* Island. 
“Cuba bas in the past year witness­ 
ed a wonderful change. 
The Cubans 
are no longer armed with guua aud 
machetes watching for a foe, but have 
returned to their homes for the most 
part and gone to work. 
The large 
fields of cane which were scorched to 
burned stalks are now covered with 
fast growing new canes. A trip across 
the island has shown that Cuba Is not 
only prospering, but those who were 
starving last year from the effects of 
the war are‘now independent and need 
ho louger to bo fed by the Luffed 
States. 
Going from Santiago to Gi- 
hara only sigus of prosperity can l>e 
noted.

The shells to be charged with the 
new explosive should be in the Philip­ 
pines within three months. 
Dynamite 
charges, as thrown by the Vesuvius, 
are expected to be feeble, proportion­ 
ately. as compared with the new ex­ 
plosive. The experiments warrant pre­ 
dictions of the most sanguinary re­ 
sults. 
The heaviest shell that can be 
thrown by our held artillery will carry 
a charge weighing 13% pounds. 
Not only will the hying missile itself

A cco rd in g to a story told in Pitts­ 
burg, a 10-year-old girl was one of the 
influences that prevented a strike at 
tL«‘ great Homestead mills. 
This is 
lit way the thing is said to have come 
at om, says the New York Sun: 
In the latter part of June deep anx­ 
iety was felt by the people of Home- 
Head in consequence of the rumors of 
an impending strike at the Carnegie 
nulls. where nearly 0,000 workmen are 
employed. 
Citizens remembered the 
horrors of the strike of a few years 
ago, when many lives were lost and 
much valuable property destroyed, and 
they viewed with dread the possibility 
of a repetition of the events which al­ 
most ruined the borough. 
Business 
was paralysed. 
It was ascertained 
that .some of the employees—tonnage 
men—had organised a lodge of the 
Amalgamated association aud would 
attempt to secure its recognition by 
the company. 
The strength of the 
movement was not divulged. 
Labor 
leaders announced that they would be 
abit to close the works at the appoint 
etl time. The company expressed con 
tid» nee in its ability to meet the euler 
gency and 
proceeded 
to 
discharge 
many employees known to be members 
of the lodge.

Being a man of in­ 
telligence aud of sterling character, he 
is looked up to by his fellows, who of 
ten go to him for advice. 
His daugh­ 
ter is too young to remember the great 
strike, hut she has been told so much 
about it that the possibility of another 
which might bring disaster to the com­ 
munity aud especially to her 
own 
home preyed upon her mind continual­ 
ly, and she determined to do what site 
could to avert the danger. 
She had 
confidence in her father and believed 
the men would do what he said. 
One 
evening, when there was to be a meet­ 
ing of the strikers, she said to him: 
I‘apa, I want you to go to the meet­ 
ing tonight aud tell the men not to 
strike. I know they will not if you tell 
them so.” 
H is was a hard command for the 
father to obey. 
Ile had taken no part 
in the movement aud had attended 
none of the meetings, although urged 
lo do so by the labor leaders. 
He told 
them he was oppoaed to striking under 
the circumstances. 
He realized that 
his appearance at the meeting would

14 years ago that Gordon was killed by 
the dervish hordes, who had finally 
succeeded in entering the city. 
For 
months Gordon had withstood siege 
aud assaults, waiting vainly for help 
to come from Cairo and England. 
Ile 
did not know tliar he had been aban­ 
doned to his late, but kept hoping on. 
Gordon never carried arms, not even a 
sword. 
\\ lieu early on the morning of 
Jan. 2d, l.ss.i, he heard the tumult in 
the City, he started out of the govern­ 
ment palace to see what was the mat­ 
ter. As he started down the long flight ! 
of wooden steps the fanatical dervish- j 
es rushed through the plaza toward! 
him. 
They bounded up the steps, and • 
in an instant Gordon was slain by a 
dozen swords aud spears. 
Then the khalifa decided to build a 
new city across the Nile, which he call­ 
ed Omdurman. 
Khartum was razed 
to the ground, Gordon’s palace being 
the first building destroyed. 
For years 
it has laid a heap of ruins uutil last 
September, when General Kitchener, 
at the head of the avenging force, en­ 
tered the old capital aud raised the Brit­ 
ish flag ouce more over the ruins. Now 
Khartum is once more to be the capital 
ot the Sudan. The palace has been re­ 
stored Iii exact duplication of its con­ 
dition on the day of Gordon’s murder. 
Perhaps ll Is built a little more solidly 
aud substantially, for Lord Kitchener 
bus every necessary means and ma­ 
terial, says the New York Journal. 
Near by will lie erected the Gordon

wife of the junior major, and perhaps 
more frequently yet the names of Miss 
Bradner and Miss Ollie O'Brien, says 
the Kansas City Journal. Miss Bradner 
went from 
Kansas to 
India several 
years ago as a missionary. 
W ith the 
breaking out of the Spanish war she 
proceeded to Hongkong, and then, after 
Manila had fallen, to the 
Philippine 
capital, where s u e at o n c e installed her­ 
self as a nurse in the Twentieth K au­ 
nas, 
She kept at the front with the 
boys all through the late campaign and 
applied the flr*t relief to all the wound­ 
ed that came within her reach. 
It is 
related by one Kansas boy that dur­ 
ing one of the fierce engagements this 
young woman sat by his side in the 
trenches coolly passing cartridges to 
him as fast as he could fire. 
Miss Ollie O'Brien is a Topeka gir 
who went to Manila last summer on 
pleasure bent. When the wounded com­ 
menced to come from the front, she 
volunteered to go into the hospital as a 
nurse, and she has attended to her 
duties faithfully and well. Miss O ’Brien 
is naturally of the army. 
When a bit 
of a babe, she wa* adopted into the 
family of Captain O'Brien, and the 
people of Hay* City remember well the 
pretty little girl who used to flit about 
their town when the captain was sta 
tinned at the nearby fort. 
Miss O'Brien is tasting for the first 
time in her life the delight of being 
something in the world besides a social 
favorite. 
She writes to friends that 
there is no other word but “ glorious.’ 
She is learning to he thrilled by the 
crash of guns, the tram p of men and 
the blast of bogle. The flag is no longer 
a pretty rag fluttering in the whilom 
breezes;
